The Canadian extortion case by Chinese gangs Teported 
on the front page of this issue is unusual in several 
aspects， First， the victims are high school students, and 
not just merchants. Second，the amount of money 
($1,008) asked for by the gang members 位 om Imere 
students is exorbitant， IThird，the police were able to 
move in and convict both the extortionists and the 
alleged ring leader. 

However, the most significant aspect of this case lies 
in the revelation of how this new breed of underworld 
elements work in the community. After the police 
arrested one of the extortionist, a group of his affiliates 
approached the victims and “persuaded them to swear 
astatement before an attorney denyingthat the extorton 
had taken place，that the money was Tepayment of a 
“debt,”and that the charges against the gang members 
were made under threats of deportation by the Police， 

Ifthevictims didnotrepudiate this statement the case 
would have been dismissed by now, 

For each case reported，Wwe do not know how many 
families would rather pay the money and keep quiet 

But one reason that these underworld elements are 
able to function in such aboldand shrewd manner is all 
too many of us have been keeping quiet too long.

A glance at many of the 
compounds affiliated with the 
character “tiger” would give 
Some idea of what “tiger” 
meant to the Chinpnese:

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Ivens and Loridan Share China Filming Experience

SAN 上 FRANCISCO The 
12=hour documentary film_ series， 
“How Yukong Moved the Moun- 
tains,， Was a modest attempt to 
honestly portray the evervday lives 
of the Chinese People，said Joris 
TIvens. 

“The message, if any,”said the 
79-year-old veteran ， documen- 
tary-Imaker; “comes from the 
People themselves. We don't agree 
with bringing in a message 人 from 
outside.” 

INDEPENDENT 

Speaking at a press conference 
at the Chinese Culture Founda- 
tion last Wednesday, Ivens and his 
Erench collaborator， Marceline 
Loridan, discussed the production 
of their films，The ms were 
made independently, but with the 
close cooperation of the Chinese 
who supplied the two filmmakers 
with a camera cTew， 

Their series of filmic vignettes of 
Chinese daily life in places 
including adrugstore，a fishing 
village，an_ army camp，and the 
city of Shanghai, never attempted 
to _ treat their subjects like a 
“Super-newsreel” that would 
examine the “technical ideolog- 
ical facts" of the moment that date 
afilm, said Ivens， 

DEEPER 

“The real task of the documen- 
tary-maker,”he said, “is not to 
Tepeat the newsreel. Authentic 
Dewsreels were only part of the 
truth. We go to the deeper truth， 
the dialectical truth.” 

For the most part，Ivens _ and 
Loridan used _ the techniques of 
direct cinema 一 using the camera 
to ， capture the sentiments of 
ordinary Chinese people engaged 
iD ordinary activity. A terse 
occasionally 
used to weave together long 
Segments of verite footage. 

JIvens said the intimacy and 
familiarity he and Loridan estab- 
lished with their Chinese sub- 
jects helped them breakdown the

DTI.C. (Tao-chueh) Hsui-chief 
of the cell biology department at 
the Anderson Hospital and Tumor 
Institute in Houston，estabjlished 
the bank of cells from animals 
ranging from aardvarks to zebras， 
the report said. 

The cells are frozen to -190"C 
and are presently furnished to sGi- 
entists for cell research. The 位 ozen 
cells will last for 1,000 years. 

Asked to _ comment on the re- 
port，Dr Hsu told reporters that 
the cells are not clones,， because so 
far:scientists have not been able to 
Greate clones from a single cell.

ART HISTORIAN CHINGWAH LEE 


TALKS ABOUT HIS LIFE AND WORK | ， 


ByRICHARD SPRINGER 

SAN ERANCISCO The 
soft-spoken temple keeper of Kong 
Chow Temple，Chingwah Lee，is 
one of Chinatown's pioneers，An 
art historian and a co-founder of 
the _ Chinese Historical Society， 
Lee was born in San Erancisco 78 
years ag0，。 

His father was an herb doctor 
who had an office on Stockton 
Street at the corner of Washing- 
ton.“He had quite a Teputation， 
and as doctors Were very Scarce 记 
those days, he went all around the 
Bay region to take care of the 
Chinese,”Lee remembers. 

“In my growing-up days， 
Chinatown was quite different. 
The people wore garments tyPpi- 
cally Chinese. They wore slippers 
instead of shoes，and when you 
went into 3a grocerIy store， 
practically the only things that 
were locally produced Were salt 
and catsup. But all the ingredients 
were Chinese，even the wrapping 
paper-and the string，which was 
really not string,，but long straws， 
They tied up bundles with these 
StrawWS,” 

TEA 

The herb doctor must have been 
a cool man under pressure, for, .ip 
1906, when the earthquake hit, he 
didn't let the catastrophe interrupt 
his routine.“After the earthquake 
came，my father woke me up， 
Lee relates,“[He]l decided to have 
Some .tea before leaving， even 
though the house was sinking. Bnit 


the gas main was off， Then we 
discovered that there was a beam 
of light over the overhanging 
light. So, he heated the the tea by 
holding it over the light until the 
tea was a little bit warm., Then we 
all took a drink before we left. 

“A funny thing is that just when 
we were to _ leave through the 
door,，a bull was runmning rapidly 
along the street [down Sacramento 
Street]. Well, that may not mean 
much to you， but to the Chinese， 
there's a mythology that when the 
Earth comes to an end, there will 
be a giant bull. It frightened us a 
bit more. 

“My father took us to North 
Beach. We got a_ little gasoline 
launch，and we rode over to 
Richmond， It was quite wild ip 
those days, but there was a shrimp 
camp there，and my father knew 
this man,. So we stayed there for 
about a month.… 

PARADES 

In the 1900's，the Chinese held 
festivals and sponsored Parades， 
but they were not commercialized 
and were tied to religious signi- 
ficance，according to Lee， He 
remembers these old-time festivals 
with huge rattan and Paper 
effigies hung in front of temples 
and special food dishes served free 
to ，anyone “who ”wished to 
Participate. 

“The old-fashioned sechools rein- 
forced these old festivals，but all 
this was swept away in 1911, The
